Forty-Six Teutons 
Listed by Allies 
As War Criminals 


Berlin, May 12.—Forty-six Ger- 
mans, ranking from an army corps 
commander to a simple private, fig- 
ure on the allies’ first speciffed list 
of war ¢riminals to be arraigned 
in the Leipsic supreme court. 

Prominent among them are Prince 
Ernst, of Saxony, and General von 
Bulow, commander of the second 
army corps, Ww together with 
some of their subordinate officers, 
are accused of cruelties in the Na- 
mur district of Belgium. General 
von Kirchbach apd Colonel von 
Seydlitz will be tried for alleged 
cruelties committed at Kalisz, Po- 
land, and the well-known subma- 
rine commander, Arnauld de la Per- 
riere, for torpedoing Italian ves- 
sels. Three other submarine com- 
manders, Neumann von Nobtitz, 
Werner and Patzig, will be tried 
on the charge of torpedoing re- 
spectively the English ‘ hospital 
ships Dover Castle, Torrington and 
Ilandovery Castle. ? 

Gerreral Stenger, of the infantry, 
charged with ordering that prison- 
ers and — by his bri- 
wade be put to Weath. A further 
number of officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates are ac- | 
cused of inhuman treatment of 
British prisoners in the different 
camps. 4 

‘General Kruska is practically 
charged with spreading typhus 
amiong prisoners in the Cassel camp, 
while an army surgeon, Dr. Oscar 
Michaelsohn, is accused of causing 
the death of sick and wounded in 
his charge by systematic: ill-treat- 
ment. General von Owen, former 
governor of Metz, will be tried for 
atrocities alleged to have been com- 
mitted by troops under his command 
in the villages of eastern France.

The ‘Southern Baptist convention 
has broken all records of registra- 
tion on the first day, und it is esti- 
mated that three thousand persons 
are still unable to get to the desks 
of the secretaries because of the 
great crowds. 

The total number registered this 
afternoon at 6 o’clock was 6,150. 
This is 2,500 more than registered 
in the great session held in Atlanta 
last year, which was regarded as 
the feature meeting of the denomi- 
nation. 

Georgia is the leading state at 
the convention in point of dele- 
gates. Georgia has given more 
money and is sending more people 
to the meeting. Leading preachers 
and laymen from every section of 


j the state are here, and the repre- 


sentatives from the other states are 
congratulating Georgians on the 
fine showing of the state. 

Dr. Gambrell Re-elected. 

The convention opened at 11 
o’clock with President J. B. Gam- 
brell, of Fort Worth, Texas, in the 
He was re-elected to the 
office for another year. e was 
given a great ovation whén Con- 
gressman Upshaw, of Georgia, re- 
ferred to him in making a speech 
seconding his nomination as the 
greatest Baptist commoner living.

ATLANTA WILL PROFIT

New Rates Announced for

Changes in the city tax ordinance 
governing occupational taxes for 
1920, which will increase Atlanta’s 
revenue from this source approxi- 
mately $60,000, were approved by 
the tax committee of council Wed- 
nesday afternoon, and will be preé 
sented to council for passage next 
Monday. _ 

A uniform increase of 20 per cent 
On all classes of business was adopt- 
ed with the following exceptions, 
which includes real estate dealers, 
class “A” and “B” grocers, athletic 
clubs or clubs promoting  exhibi- 
tions, restaurants, laundries, op- 
ticians, phonograph dealers, school 
book dealers or agents, soda fount 
supplies, plumbing establishments, 
the taxes of a few of these busi- 
nesses being doubled. 

City Clerk Walter Taylor, in 
whose office the occupational taxes 
are collected and licenses issued, 
said Wednesday afternoon that the 
estimate of a’ $60,000 revenue  in- 
crease wag based on records cover- 
ing the past period of six months in 
his office, and he believed it prob- 
able that this sum would be ex- 
ceeded by a large amount, as license 
figures have steadily mounted since 
the war. “

SOCIALISTS BAR 
SLAP AT RELIGION 


Declaration That ‘“Privi- 
leged Few Own People’s 
Churches and Regulate 
Their Souls” Is Voted 
Down. 


—_—" 


New York, May 12.—The “rell- 
gious issue” today plunged the ita- 
tional convention of the _ socialist 
party of America into a turmoil of 
excited debate, out of which con- 
servative forces won the eradica- 
tion of reference to churches from 
the first half of the party’s _1920 
“declaration of principles.” 
Denounced as bad politics by Vic-~ 
tor L. Berger, a declaration that 
a privileged few interests in this 
2opntryy awn, the people’s churches 
and “regulate their souls” was 
voted down by an overwhelming 
majority. 

After Berger had pronounced 
against the declaration August 
Claessens and Charles Solomon, two 
of the five recently expelled New 
York socialist assemblymen, ex- 
plained the aid which the socialist 
movement had received from Jews 
and rabbis throughout the world, 
arguing against “the dragging in 
of this thing which can do most to 
prejudice the masses against us.” 

“Cry against that which men 
cherish as holy, and you arouse an 
antagonism which no argument 
can defeat,” said Claessens. 

The “dictatorship of the proleta- 
riat” and limitation of citizenship 
elements of international sovietism, 
which the Illinois delegation fought 
yesterday to incorporate into the 
convention declarations, were ef- 
fectively eliminated in adoption this 
afternoon of the primary declara- 
tion for socialization ‘of the natton 
“for the equal benefit of all.” 

The convention tonight threshed 
out its attitude toward reinforce- 
ment of political action through de- 
velopment of one big union for all 
labor. 

The question of the party’s atti- 
tude toward labor organizations and 
movements brought a storm of heat- 
ed discussion during the late after- 
noon. George Bauer, a New Jer- 
sey delegate, finally gained the 
floor to plead for a better under- 
standing and more temperate view 
* the American Federation of La- 
or. 

“We must not keep running away 
from the millions in the federation,” 
he said. “We must begin work- 
ing from within throvgh its local 
unions to eventually control it, in- 
stead of forcing it apart from us.” 
Bernard Berlyn, of Chicago,: de- 
clared it was “due to the socialists 
in 1894 that Samuel Gompers is 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor today.”

OVER MUSGROVE 


Ten of Sixty-Seven Coun- 
ties ‘Missing — Senator 
Seems to Have Carried 
Birmingham, Montgom- 
ery and Mobile. 


HEFLIN AND WHITE 
RUN NECK AND NECK 


Believed That Five Con- 
gressmen Who Were 
Opposed for Re-Election 
Have Won Their Races.

Birmingham, Ala., May 12.—Sena- 
tor Oscar W. Underwood had a ma- 
jority of 7,512 votes over L. B. Mus- 
grove, union labor candidate, with 
Judge Samuel .D. Weakley, out of 
the race for the long term senator- 
ship, on the face of incomplete, 
unofficial returns gathered by the 
Birmingham Age-Herald late to- 
night from fifty-seven of the sixty- 
seven counties in Alabama. 

The totals were: Underwood 11, 
414, Musgrove 3,902. 

With two small precincts miss- 
ing, Jefferson county, including Bir- 
mingham, gave Underwood a plural- 
ity of 123 on the“base of the same 
returns. Reports to the Age-Héerald 
from Montgomery were that the city 
was doubtful with Underwood 
Slightly in the lead. Mobile, with 
practically complete unofficial re- 
turns, was reported to have given 
Underwood a majority of 3,000. 

Short Term Race Close. 

For the short term senatorship 

Representative Héflin and Captain 
Frank White were running neck- 
and-neck with, former Governor 
O’Neal close behind, .according to 
returns f-om twenty-two counties in 
the Age-Herald poll. 
‘All of the candidates were claim- 
ing election. No reports were avail- 
able on the result of the contest 
for nomination of four delegates- 
at-large to the national democratic 
convention. 

Figures ‘obtained. by The Age- 
Herald in the same manner from 
twenty-two counties showed the fol- 
lowing results in the contest for the 
short term senatorship to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Sen- 
ator Bankhead: Heflin 7,936, White | 
5,085, O’ Neal 3,205. 

The returns represented about 
half the normal vote ja the coun- 
ties polled. Ray Rushton has been 
outdistanced in the short term 
count, 

No Concessions Made. 

In the absence of official returns 
no concessions were made by any of 
the active candidates or their man- 
agers. Lloyd Hooper, manager for 
Senator Underwood, reiterated his 
statement of last night that the sen- 
ator would win by a majority of 
20,000. Judge Henry B. Foster, man- 
ager for Mr. Musgrove; declared 
great discrepancies had been noted 
in the published returns and those 
which he had received from the 
Musgrove workers throughout the 
state. He said: 

“We do not concede defeat by any 
means. Already we have uncovered 
gross discrepancies in reports pub- 
lished in the Underwood press and 
the returns as wired to Murgrove 
headquarters by our managers, 

“All the later returns have been in 
favor of Mr. Musgrove, and we have 
supreme confidence that the official 
count will show that Musgrove has 
made gains sufficient to overcome 
the Underwood lead, as shown in 
unofficial returns. Musgrove will 
be elected by the second choice 
votes.” , 

Press reports during the day from 
Montgomery and Mobile indicated 
the senator had carried both these 
cities and was maintaining leads in 
north and south Alabama. - 

Five Congressmen Renominated. 

Unofficial returns also indicated 
Alabama’s five congressmen who 
were opposed for reelection Have 
been nominated. George Huddle- 
ston was nominated in the ninth 
district; Fred L. Blackmon, of the 
fourth; W. B. Bankhead, of the 
tenth; S. Hubert Dent, of the sec- 
ond, and Henry B. Steagall, of the 
third, have apparently rolled up 
safe majorities. 3

FAATE DEBATES 
WILSON MESSAGE 


Thomas Attacks and 
Hitchcock Defends Pres- 
ident’s Recent Call to 
Party on Treaty Issue.

Washington, May 12.—President 
Wilson’s recent call to his party to 
stand “four square” on the treaty 
issue in the campaign played a 
prominent part today in the senate 
battle over the -.republican peace 
resolution. Criticism and defense 
of the president ‘was voiced, Sen- 
ator Thomas, democrat, Colorado, 
being ameng those who assailed Mr. 
Wilson’s position, declaring it 
meant “dissolution” of the demo- 
cratie party.” 

The Colorado senator was oppos- 
ing the peace. resolution, but he 
took occasion to express resent- 
ment against the imputation which 
he declared the president placed 
upon senators who had voted for 
treaty reservations, that their ac- 
tion involved “dishonor.” 

Defending the president, Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, the admin- 
istration spokesman, declared the 
president in his telegram to- Ore- 
gon democrats had “simply declared 
his devotion to the league of na- 
tions and denounced the Lodge res- 
ervations.” 

Senator Hitchcock charged that 
the republicans, in their “outrage- 
ous delay” on the treaty, and not 
the’ president, had delayed peace. 
The resolution, Mr. Hitchcock de- 
clared, would not bring peace, but 
was futile in the certainty of an 
executive veto. It is a republican 
expédient, he said, adopted by “dis- 
tracted” leaders and an unconstitu- 
tional attempt to effect peace re- 


gardiess of the treaty, involving 
“dishonor to America.” 


More Addresses Today. 


Debate was confined to Senators 
Hitchecook and Thomas. Tomorrow 
addresses are planned by Senators 
Kellogg, republican, Minnesota, and 
Pomerene, democrat, Ohioc. .~ 

Negotiations were had today be- 
tween republican and democratic 
leaders for a final vote tomorrow 
on the resolution. : 
But with the 
few speeches in prospect leaders 
thought the matter would be dis- 
posed of not later than Friday. 

Senator Hitchcock atiued that 
the president’s delineation of his 
fourteen points entailed-a pledge “to 
support the league of nations plan.” 

Senator Thomas denied that any 
such obligation -was binding and 
counter charged that “pledges” 
made in the armistice had been vio- 
lated by the president and the allies, 
He opposed the peace resolution, he 
said, because it transgressed execu- 
tive authority. 

“If the democratic party pledges 
itself at San Francisco to the un- 
conditional ratification of the treaty 
of Versailles it will do so because 
it doesn’t want to live any longer 
and takes that means of making its 
dissolution known,” Senator Thomas 
said. Referring to the construction 
he placed on the president’s tele- 
gram, he added: 


Predicts Party Dissolution. 


“T resent, with all the earnestness 
in my power, the imputation and I 
decline to act in obedience to any 
command j;that is not in harmony 
with my conscience and my concep- 
tion of my duty. And I am pre- 
pared to .take any consequence 
which the power of the executive 
or the people may choose to invoke. 

“T want, every time I look in the 
mirror, to see a face that I’m not 
ashamed of, and no question of ex- 
pediency of partisanship can influ- 
ence my conduct in dealing with 
this great document (the treaty). 

“IT protest against this mighty 
question being made a question of 
partv politics. 

“No man can take a rope and put 
it around the neck of my party and 
drag it unprotestingly to the fate of 
utter dissolution.” 

Senator Thomas also declared that 
the president’s telegram had been 
viewed as a movement to defeat 
Senator Chamberlatm, democrat, 
Oregon, for renomination and he 
and Senator Jones, republican, 
Washington, joined in praise of Sen- 
ator Chamberlain’s efforts in the 
war. Senator Phelan, democrat, 
California, said the president’s sec- 
retary had disclaimed such an in- 
tent. 


Attacks Peace Resolution. , 


Democratic attacks upon the re- 
publican peace resolution was 
launched today by Senator Hitch- 
cock, of Nebraska, administration 
spokesman, who declared in ad- 
dressing the senate that the meas- 
ure was futile and inconsistent and 
inimical to the treaty of Versailles. 

“The mountain has labored and 
brought forth a mouse,” he said. 
“The eace resolution is before 
us. It is not exactly etill born, 
but its feeble character suggests 
a disturbed gestation and a du- 
bious future. 

“Great expectations for an act 
of congress that would force 
peace settlement are to be disap- 
pointment. High hopes that a reso- 
lution by congress could be made 
to perform the functions of a peace 
treaty are abandoned. Instead of a 
peace settlement to be forced by a 
resolution of mandatory require- 
ments as the price of severing 
commercial relations, we are meré- 
ly to repeal the war declaration, 
declare the war at an end and in- 
vite the president to negotiate a 
separate peace.” 

Mr. Hitcheock cited three similar 
resolutions which he said had been 
sponsored since last November by 
Senator’ Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
the peewiieas leader, and Senator 
Knox, Pennsylvania, author of 
the pending resolution. The latter, 
Mr. Hitchcock said, is the fifth 
peace resolution offered by the re- 
publican leadership.

Suffrage Bills 
Are Introduced 
dn Louisiana 


Baton Rouge, La., May. 12.—With 
four woman suffrage bills intro- 
duced, two of which went to com- 
mittees “when appointed” ratifica- 
ttonists and antis tonight were 
laying plans for what they expect 
to be a prolonged fight in the legis- 
lature for and against ratification 
of the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment.

that the war actually was at an 
end, was dismissed summarily by 
Mr. Hitchcock, who conceded the 
point and asked: 

“Then why this resolution?, Hos- 


our army was promptly demobil- 
ized and reduced to a peace basis. 
Since that time commerce had been 
resumed. We have sold hundreds 
of millions of dollars worth of 
products to Germany and purchased 
much from her. The war, which 
the senator from Pennsylvania pro- 
poss to end by this resolution, does 
not by whhis own admission exist. 
His able argument and historica] 
citations prove that it ended many 
months ago. 

“What then is the senator from 
Pennsylvania attempting to do by 
this measure, which he ecalls a 
resolution to terminate the war? 
He is making an utterly futile and 
hopeless attempt to make a peace 
settlement with Germany to take 
the place of the Versailles treaty.” 

The pending resolution, Mr. 
Hitchcock asserted. was chiefly the 
work fof Senator Knox, “although 
it abandons some of the proposals 
in his earlier attempts at a peace 
resolution.” 

“Instead of declaring peace,” he 
said, “the Knox resolution declares 
the war at an end. Thus we have 
raised the interesting distinction 
between declaring peace and e- 
claring war at an end. What is 
the difference?” 

“Abandoned on Doorstep.” 

The peace resolution adopted by 

the house last month was  de- 
nounced, .especially by Mr. Hitch- 
cock, because of its proposals for 
an embargo eet Germany with- 
in forty-five days in event of Ger- 
man objections to the resolution, 
and its provision or reserving 
rights under the treaty. 
“In the house resolution,” he said, 
“we demand the benefits of the 
treaty which we have refused to 
ratify.” 

Reviewing the course of other 
peace resolutions, Mr. Hitchcock 
said a previous resolution by Sen- 
ator Knox was “abandoned on the 
senate doorstep like its predeces- 
sors.” 

“But the effort to do something 
to escape from the constitutional 
method of making peace was not 
abandoned,” he continued. “Some- 
thing had to be done. Intransigent 
statesmen, who had refused all ef- 
forts to reach an agreement or 
compromise on the peace treaty, felt 
the growlng responsibility.”

E. Gefaell, sales manager of the In- 
terstate Pulp and Paper. company. 
He asserted that the combination 
controlled about 75 per cent of the 
Dominion output, and that the 
prices it set were followed by other 
manufacturers. 

Victor F. Lawson, publisher of 
The Chicago News, said his ex- 
perience had been that the Cana- 
dian company prevented competi- ; 
tion. The News, Mr. Lawson add- / 
ed, was virtualty compelled to ac- | 
cept the company’s terms in pur- 
chasing paper.

by Secretary Daniels. 2 
Continuing his testimony before 
the senate committee investigating 
Admiral Sims’ charges that the 
navy failed to co-operate fully with 
the allies, the secretary read a con- 
fidential cablegram sent to Admiral 


'Sims at London on July*4, 1917, by 


President Wilson. In it the presi- 
dent said that in the presence of 
the submarine emergency the Brit- 
ish admiralty was “helpless almost 
to the point of panic,” and asked 
the admiral to submit a _ report 
based upon “independent” thought 
of the whole.-situation wtihout re- 
gard’ to the judgment of any one 
on that side of the water.” 
President’s Message to Sims. 

The cablegram as presented by 
the secretary follows: 

“From the beginning of the war, I 
have been greatly surprised at the 
failure of the British admiralty to 
use Great Britain’s great naval su- 
periority in an effective way. In 
the presence of the present subma- 
rine emergency they are helpless to 
the point of panic. | 

“Every plan we suggest they re- 
ject for some reason of prudence. 
In my view this is not.a time for 
prudence but for boldness even at 
the cost of great losses. 

“In most of your dispatches you 
have quite properly advised us of 
the sort of aid and co-operation de- 
sired from us by the admiralty. The 
trouble is that their plans 
methods do not seem to us effica- 
-cious. I would be very much obliged 
to yoy if you would report to me, 
confidentially of course, exactly 
what the admiralty has heen doing, 
and what they have accomplished, 
and, added to the report, your own 
comments and suggestions, based 
upon independent thought of the 
whole situation without regard to 
the judgments of anyone on that 
side of the water. 

“The admiralty was very slow to 
adopt the protection of convoy and 
it is not now, I judge, (protectigg) 
convoys on adequate scale within 


small craft with the grand fleet. 
The absence of craft for convoy is 
even more apparent on the French 
coast than on the English coast and 
in the channel. I do not see how 
the necessary military supplies and 
supplies of food and fuel oil are to 
be gelivered at British ports in any 
other way within the next few 
months than under adequate convoy. 
There will presently not be ships or 
tankers enough and our ship build- 
ing plans may not begin to yield 
important results in less’ than 
eighteen months. 
. “I believe that you will keep these 
instructions absolutely °and entirely 
to yourself, and that you will give 
me such advice as you would give if 
you were handling and if you were 
running a navy of your own.” 
Reply From Sims. 
Admiral Sims’ response, Mr. Dan- 
iels testified, “was a long tele- 
gram of generalities of what the 
British admiralty was doing.”

BOLSHEVIK! FIGHTIN 
ON FRONT OF 420 MILES 


Warsaw, May 11.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —Polish and Ukrainian 
forces have sturck a mighty blow at 
the Russian bolshevik front far 
north of Kiev, and have driven the 
enemy back along the Beresina 
river. Betchitsa, an important Dnie- 
per river crossing, has been cap- 
tured and serious losses have been 
inflicted on the soviet army. Fight- 
ing fs now going on over a front of 
approximately 420 miles. 

Necessity of straightening the 
Polish line after the capture of Kiev 
is said to have led to the new offen- 
sive, which extends from almost di- 
rectly west of Vitebsk to below Kiev 
on the Dnieper. Polish forces have 
crossed the Beresina river at sev- 
eral points and have taken Wiela- 
tische after heavy fighting. - 

Northeast of Mozir the bols 
viki have been fofced across fire 
Dnieper. From Kiev northward to 
the mouth of the Pripet river, a dis- 
tance of about 50 miles, the reds 
west of Dnieper slowly are falling 
back. 

Latest advices indicate the bolshe- 
viki have been driven back out of

board of farm organizations. 
According to Charles A. Lyman, 
national secretary of the board, it 
was the general opinion of the dele- 
gates that the food producers never 
‘had received ergy apron of either 
the republican for the democratic 
party to which they were entitled. 
It was their purpose, he said, to send 
representatives to the Chicago and
